1 . The drawings (replacement sheets) were received on 4/1/201 0. These drawings 
are approved. 

2. The second Substitute Specification filed 4/1/2010 is approved. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kamoshida et al. (US Pat. Pub. No. US 2002/0146558 A1) 
discloses an image carrier comprising a large number of conductive portions being at 
least partially exposed on the surface of a low-resistance layer, and the electric 
resistance of the low-resistance layer being anisotropic in such a manner as to satisfy 
"resistance" in a direction perpendicular to the plane direction of the low-resistance layer 
< resistance in the plane direction of the low-resistance layer.
